WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP).— 
The dispute between Jesse Jones, 
the administration’s banker, and 
Vice-President Henry Wallace over 
the policies of Wallace’s Board of 
Economic Warfare and Jones’ Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
has gone so far that it appeared 
today perhaps only the firm and 
personal touch of President Roose- 


velt can end it. The President’s 
trouble-shooter, James F. Byrnes, 
failed when he made an initial at- 
tempt. 

A House inqury into the quarrel 
was blocked at least temporarily 
by the Rules Committee today, and 
Chairman Sabath (Dem.), Lllinois, 
said that the action was taken be- 
cause a “majority of the committee 
felt that efforts are being made to 
straighten out matters within the 
administration.” He declined to 
disclose the vote. 

The inquiry resolution was intro- 
duced by Representative Wiggles- 
worth (Rep.), Massachusetts, 

Jones, accused by Wallace. of 
holding up BEW’s purchases of 
strategic war materials, replied 
with both barrels last night. He 
used 7500 words to tel] what he 
thinks about Wallace—none of it 
complimentary. In Wallace’s ab- 
sence, his lieutenant, Milo Perkins 
of BEW, took up the cudgels and 
shot back that Jones and his RFC 
had acted like the fabled sleeper, 
Rip Van Winkle. 

Addressed to Senate Group. 

Jones addressed his remarks to 
the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee. Perkins replied in a letter 
to the same group. 

There was prompt reaction in 
the Senate. Senator Bridges (Rep.) 
New Hampshire, declared he was 
renewing his demand for an in- 
vestigation of the exchanges, to 
be handled by the Military Af- 
fairs Committee. 

Wallace last week used 28 pages 
to tell the Senate what he thought 
of RFC’s handling of stockpiling. 
Jones retorted in 36. 

A partial text of his statement 
to the Appropriations Committee, 
which was accompanied by a letter 
to Senator Carter Glass of Virginia, 
follows: | 

“Mr. Wallace's statement of June

Polish Premier, 14 Others 
Killed in Air Crash at 
Gibraltar — Daughter 
Among Victims. 


LONDON, July 6 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill told the House 
of Commons today that the death 
of Gen. Wladyslaw Sikorski, pre- 
mier of the Polish government-in- 
exile, who was killed Sunday in an 
air crash at Gibraltar, is “one of 
the heaviest strokes we have 
sustained.” 
At the same time the House was 
advised that Brigadier J. P. White- 
ley, a member of Parliament, was 
among the 15 persons killed in 
the crash of the Liberator aircraft 
which was bringing Sikorski back 
to London from an inspection of 
Polish forces in the Middle East. 
Whiteley, who was 45 years 
old, eteran of - 
and

Chief of Armed Forces. 

Sikorski, who in addition to 
being Premier had served as com- 
mander-in-chief of the Polish 
armed forces, “commanded the de- 
voted loyalty of the Polish people, 
now tortured and struggling in 
Poland itself,” Churchill said. 
“He personally directed the 
movement of resistance which has 
maintained ceaseless warfare 
against German oppression in spite 
of sufferings as terrible as any 
nation ever has endured, 
“This resistance will’ grow in 
power until at the approach of the 
liberating armies it will exter- 
minate the German ravagers of the 
homeland.” 

Sikorski’s body, meanwhile, lay 
in state today in the Roman 
Catholic cathedral in Gibraltar. 

Aide Also Killed. . 
Beside him lay the body of Gen. 
Tadeusz Klimecki, chief of the 
Polish General Staff, who met 
death in the same’ accident. 

Others killed in the crash in- 
cluded Gen. Sikorski’s 29-year- 
old daughter, Mrs. Sophia Lesni- 
owska; Col. Andrzej Mareckti, 
chief of the Polish Army opera- 
tional section and an expert in 
military. science; Col. Gralewski; 
Lieut. Pobiewski, Sikorski’s naval 
aide; Adam Kulakowski, the Pre- 
mier’s private secretary, and Col. 
Victor Alexander Cazalet, a mem- 
ber of the British parliament. 

Two other British subjects killed 
in the crash were W. W. Lock, a

Only survivor of the crash, the

WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP).— 
Climaxing an unusual demonstra- 
tion of mind-changing, the Senate 
today.revived legislation to con- 
tinue the Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration after striking out of the 
measure a proposal to authorize 
a limited subsidy-rollback program. 

As a result ,the legislation is 
neither dead nor: approved, but 
simply was up before the Senate 
once more for consideration. 

Decision to reconsider the bill 
extending the life of CCC until 
Jan. 1, 1944, came on an appeal 
from Majority Leader Barkley 
(Dem.), Kentucky, after the Sen- 
ate voted 36 to 29 to reject the 
continuation measure. 

First the Senate approved by a 
one-vote margin, 32 to 31, a pro- 
vision to authorize spending of 
$525,000,000 in the next six months 
to keep retail food prices down. 
Then it suddenly reconsidered its 
vote and rejected the provision, 
33 to 31. 

The Senate then killed the CCC 
bill by 36 to 28. The change of 
mind on this provision put the bill; 
again before the chamber with 
some lawmakers urging immediate 
approval and. others demanding in- 
clusion of a strict subsidy prohi- 
bition,

BRITISH FIGHTERS DOWN 
7 GERMANS OVER FRANCE 


LONDON, July 6 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force Spitfires destroyed sev- 
en German fighter planes in a 
sweep over Northern France this 
morning, it was announced. None 
of the British planes was lost. 

Allied planes, including many 
equadrons of fighters, roared over 
the Channel toward the French 
coast this morning. 

There was no British announce- 
ment coficerning any night activi- 
ties over the Reich, but the Ber- 
lin radio said enemy planes had 
carried out “nuisance raids” over 
Western and Northern Germany. 

United States Army headquar- 
ters announced, meanwhile, that 
photographs had disclosed “satis- 
factory” resuits in the Sunday 
bombing of the Gnome-Rhone air- 
plane factory at Le Mans, France, 
by Eighth Air Force bombers.

Text of Jesse Jones’ Letter to Senator Glass 


WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP). 

OLLOWING is the text of a 
F letter from Secretary of Com- 

merce Jesse Jones to Senator 
Carter Glass, Chairman of the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee, ac- 
companying Jones’ detailed answer 
to Vice-President Wallace's charges 
of Reconstruction. Finance Cor- 
poration delays in handling stra- 
tegic imports under directives from 
the Board of Economic Warfare: 

Dear Mr. Chairman: | 

June 29, Vice-President Wallace, 
in his capacity as chairman of the 
Board of Economic Warfare, re 
leased to the press a statement 
prepared for the ‘Senate Commit- 
tee on Appropriations containing 
grave charges against me and my 
associates in the RFC. 

In my 11 years as a Government 
official, I have consistently re- 
frained from any public criticism 
of other Government departments, 
and reluctant as I am to burden 
the Congress and the public with 
a detailed reply to Mr. Wallace, 
his tirade is so filled with malice, 
innuendo, half-truths and no truths 
at all, that considerations of self- 
respect and of common justice to 
my associates force me to expose 
his unscrupulous tactics. 

Mr. Wallace offers as an excuse 
for his charges that in my testi- 
mony before the Byrd Committee 
I gave it certain information about 
the’ Board of Economic Warfare. 
This is a falsehood out of whole 
cloth. The truth is that in an- 
swer to questions as to the con- 
nection between BEW and RFC, 
I merely testified that, by Execu- 
tive Order 9128, issued April 13, 
1942, BEW was given authority to 
issue directives to RFC agencies 
with respect to the purchase of 
critical and strategic materials 
from abroad. 

Mr. Wallace implied that I testi- 
fied before the Byrd Committee 
that RFC had received a directive 
to pay employes of the BEW. 
There is no truth in this. Both 
Mr. Wallace and Milo Perkins, 
who undoubtedly assisted him in 
the preparation of his amazing 
statement, must know this, because 
Mr, Perkins asked me by letter, 
June 7, if I had so testified. June 
8 I replied by letter that I had not, 
and gave Mr. Perkins a copy of 
what I had said about BEW in 
my appearance before the Byrd 
Committee. 


Calls Statement Silly. 

Mr. Wallace’s statement that I 
have harassed administrative em- 
ployes of BEW in “their ‘single- 
minded effort to help shorten this 
war by securing adequate stocks of 
strategic materials” is as silly and 
ridiculous as it is false. It is com- 
pletely refuted by the _ record, 
which reveals that of RFC foreign 
purchases and commitments total- 
ing $3,500,000,000 made since the 
middle of 1940, not more than 10 
per cent has been acquired under 
programs initiated since BEW en- 
tered the field, April 13, 1942, and

Calls It Only Complaint. 

A very significant thing in this 
controversy is the fact that not 
one of those agencies has had rea- 
son to complain, nor has any ex- 
cept BEW ever complained, of 
RFC’s performance in the war ef- 
fort, which has involved the 
authorization of expenditures of 
more than 20 billion dollars. 

RFC began foreign purchases in 
the summer of 1940, and has com- 
plied efficiently and speedily with 
every request made of it by the 
President or any war policy-mak- 
ing agency. 

Because of the nature of some of 
the directives from BEW, some of 
the trades they make and con- 
tracts they prepare for execution 
by RFC agencies without consult- 
ing RFC, it has been necessary to 
call their attention to errors and 
poor practices in some of the con- 
tracts. Their reluctance to admit 
anything but infallibility has some- 
times required a few days to make 
the necessary corrections, and 
sometimes they refuse, but no de- 
lay in any important material has 
been occasioned by RFC agencies. 
RFC has always believed, and 
after years of experience now be- 
lieves more strongly than ever, 
that the maximum production and 
procurement of materials can be 
obtained, in a minimum of time 
and at a minimum of expense, 
without resorting to methods 
bordering on the hysterical, 

The foreign purchase program 
of the RFC has been conducted 
under the personal direction of, 
W. L. Clayton, who has had wide 
experience in the field of foreign 
trade for many years. He has 
been assisted by a number of 
competent men, among them G. 
Temple Bridgman, executive vice- 
president of Metals Reserve Co., 
who has been a leading figure for 
many years in the metals (trade, 
both in this country and abroad. 
RFC has felt, and it has learned, 
that production is best brought out 
and handled through established 
and experienced agencies, and not 
by sending great groups of inex- 
perienced men to overrun foreign 
countries. A few well-selected 
men, under proper leadership, can 
accomplish much more in foreign 
countries, utilizing the citizens of 
such countries as much as pos- 
sible, than scores of our own peo- 
ple hastily brought together and 
sent abroad with little knowledge 
of what they are to do or of the 
country to which they are sent. 
While generous prices are de- 
sirable and often necessary in the 
war effort, lavish prices do not al- 
ways increase production. Our im- 
mediate efforts in the foreign field 
should be concentrated on war pro- 
curement needs, and not on post- 
war ideologies, Furthermore, it is 
the unspectacular rather than the 
spectacular methods, and the quiet 
rather than the noisy approach, 
which accomplish the moat. 
Criticises ‘100 Men.’ 

‘Mr. Wallace speaks of sending a 
hundred men to Brazil alone, on a 
single program. It.is our belief 
that those hundred men, hastily 
recruited as they were, and with 
little or no familiarity with the 
work they were to do, have done 
little more than get in each other's 
way, and substitute confusion for 
order. That program would be in 
better shape today if most of those 


and abroad, when possible, sub- 
jects me to Mr. Wallace’s criticism, 
that cannot be helped. It is my 
belief that Government should 
seek to preserve private business, 
use it wherever possible in the war 
effort and operate directly only 
when necessary.

Challenges Order. 

The President’s Executive Order 
9128 gave BEW authority to issue 
directives to the RFC with respect 
to foreign purchases. That Mr. 
Wallace’s own Order No. 5, issued 
while the President was in Casa- 
blanca, has equal force, is open to 
serious question. 

Under Mr. Wallace’s Order No. 
5, officials of the RFC are alleged- 
ly give no choice but to sign, with- 
out question or inquiry, any con- 
tract or make any commitment 
which BEW negotiates and pre- 
pares and gives a directive for, re- 
gardliess of the terms and condi- 
tions of the contract or the extent 
of the Government obligation as- 
sumed. 

The RFC and its operations are 
well known to Congress. It is bi- 

by law and in its admin- 
istration, Its directors are men of 
character, experience and ability. 
They are appointed by the Presi- 
dent and confirmed by the Senate. 
Their duties and responsibilities 
cannot be properly discharged by 
signing blank checks or executing 
without careful examination con- 
tracts that commit the Govern- 
ment for hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 

The directives RFC receives 
from BEW are signed by Milo Per- 
kins, Morris Rosenthal, or Arthur 
Paul. At the pleasure of Mr. 
Wallace they may be signed by any 
employe of BEW whom Mr. Wal- 
lace designates. 

These directives are not con- 
sidered or approved by the mem- 
bers of the Board of Economic 
Warfare. The members know very 
little of BEW operations. To my 
knowledge, and I am a member of 
the board, few, if any, purchase or 
development contracts have been 
considered at board meetings, 
much less formally approved by 
the board. 


A Plea of Guilty. 


As for the charge which Mr. 
Wallace appears to regard as a 
major crime, that I have at- 
tempted to safeguard the taxpay- 
ers’ money, I must plead guilty. 
Squandering the people’s money 
even in wartime is no proof of 
patriotism. The RFC does not pay 
$2 for something it can buy for 
$1. Maybe no one does, but the 
point is that some men know when 
you can buy it for $1, some don’t 
know, and some don’t care as long 
as they are spending other people's 
money. 

It takes a long time and lot of 
hard work to build an organization 
of men who are competent to trade 
and to handle vast sums of money 
properly — particularly public 
money. The RFC has such an or- 
ganization, and I am proud of it. 

I will appreciate your placing 
this letter and my accompanying 
statement in the official record.

De- 
spite prior promptings by the 
WPB, RFC and others interested, 
the BEW failed to formulate any 
plans or issue a directive under 
which RFC could act until June 
19, 1942, dea ‘ 

“Mr. Wallace implies that BEW 
was not responsible for cinchona 
bark procurement until Feb. 25, 
1948, when his order No. 5 became 
effective. BEW.: reiterated to us 
again and again after April 13, 
1942, that it was responsible for 
the procurement of cinchona bark 
down to smallest detail.

Assails BEW “Incom 

“Mr. Wallace seeks to give the 
impression. that BEW has some- 
how accomplished the impossible. 

“In view of the vicious attacks 
mad. on me by Mr. Wallace, charg- 
ing delay, inaction and even ob- 
struction in the war effort, I give 
below a few of the many examples 
afforded by our experience with 
BEW of their incompetence in the 
work they are attempting to do. 

“MAHOGANY 
“The mahognay program has been 
handled almost exclusively by 
BEW. 

“Discussions concerning the pro- 
gram were started by BEW in June, 
1942, but it.was not until Nov. 7, 
1942 that RFC was directed to 
make the first of seven contracts 
for the production of mahogany. 
The contracting concerns, selected 
by BEW, were largely inexperi- 
enced in this field. 

“It is significant that out of 
seven contracts for a total of 47 
million board feet of mahogany, no 
mahogany has been delivered even 
at this late date. 

“During this period mahogany 
has continued to be imported by 
private importers with the aid of 
the RFC, 

“CANADIAN ALCOHOL. 

“A contract for six million to 
nine million gallons of Canadian 
alcohol was negotiated and pre- 
pared by BEW.’ This required 7% 
months, although the contract was 
substantially similar to contracts 
for the purchase of domestic alco- 
hol which RFC has been handling 
for some time. In 1942, RFC 
bought 90 million gallons of domes- 
tic alcohol and its purchases dur- 
ing 1943 will probably reach 350 
million gallons. 

“HORSETAIL AND MANE HAIR 

“From December, 1942, to June 
1943, BEW held up all new imports 
of dressed horsetail and mane hair, 
while the plan previously inaugu- 
rate by RFC was under discussion 
and review.

“TURKISH CHROME 

“Long before BEW entered the 
field, RFC made a large contract 
for the purchase of Turkish 
chrome, Late in 1942 it became ap 
parent that certain amendment to 
this contract had become neces- 
sary because of changed conditions. 
BEW on Jan. 26, 1943, informed us 
that it would prepare such amend- 
ments. To date they have not been 
submitted, 

“MEXICAN MICA. 

“In January, 1943, before is- 
suance of BEW order No. 5, which 
was intended to divest RFC of au- 
thority to negotiate its own con- 
tracts, RFC authorized BEW rep- 
resentatives in Mexico to negotiate 
a contract for the development of 
mica resources in that country. In 
April, 1943, a contract was sub- 
mitted, which even BEW agreed 
was cleafly not in line with au- 
thority given and furthermore, was 
bad business, On June 25, BEW 
submitted a new proposed draft 
of this contract for comment, 
which was in more acceptable 
form, The contract itself, how- 
ever, has not yet been submitted 
to RFC for execution. 

“PERUVIAN ANTIMONY. 

“The basic terms of a contract 
for the purchase of Peruvian anti- 
mony metal were agreed upon in 
February, 1943. The final con- 
tract, however, was only submitted 
by BEW to RFC in June, 1943, al- 
though it did not substantially de- 
part from the terms originally 
agreed upon.... 

“PERUVIAN OVER-ALL 
AGREEMENT. 

“The over-all agreement between 
the Peruvian Government and 
RFC relative to the purchase of 
strategic materials from Peru ex- 
pired on Sept. 15, 1942. BEW was 
unwilling to leave to the RFC the 
negotiation of a renewal of this 
agreement, BEW undertook to do 
so, They are apparently still ne- 
gotiating, because the renewal has 


not yet been signed.” 


GIRAUD TD CONFER 
WITH. 5., BRITISH 
GHIEES OF STAFF 


White House Aid Empha- 
sizes Military Character 
of French Leader’s Vis- 
it to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP).— 
Gen. Henri Giraud will confer 
here with the British-American 
chiefs of staff on the war against 
the Axis, 

Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Early announced this today in 


emphasizing that the visit of Gi- 
raud, chief of French military 
forces in North Africa, will be of 
a military character, 

“Gen. Giraud will discuss the 
conduct of the war against the 
Axis powers and consult with the 
combined chiefg of staffs in Wash- 
ington on that subject,” Early 
said. He did not announce when 
Giraud will arrive. Giraud was 
reported Saturday to have passed 
through Natal, Brazil. 

While Gen. Giraud is coming at 
the personal invitation of President 
Roosevelt, he will not be a resident 
guest at the White House, but 
will stay at the Blair House, used 
to accommodate distinguished of- 
cial guests. 

The. President’s chief of staff, 
Admiral William D. Leahy, will 
meet Gen. Giraud on arrival and 
conduct him to the White House. 

Early said Gen, Giraud would 
spend much of his time in Wash- 
ington with Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, Army chief of staff, and 
also would confer with Secretary 
of War Henry L. Stimson and 
other officiais. 

The official precaution taken to 
surround Giraud’s trip to Wash- 
ington with military rather than 
political significance ig in line with 
immediate Allied policy in Africa 
as stated both in London and 
Washington, It appears aimed at 
assuring partisans of Gen, Charles 
de Gaulle that no political com- 
mitment to recognize Giraud as 
representative of French sover- 
eignty is involved, but only dis- 
cussion of ways and means of 
pressing the campaign against the 
common foe.

WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP).— 
A death certificate for Govern- 
ment regulations of the soft coal 
industry, under the Guffey Bitumi- 
nous Coal Act drafted seven years 
ago in an Administration effort to 
stabilize the coal industry, was 
signed in effect today by the House 
Rules Committee. 


The committee tabled a stopgap 
resolution to extend the act’s life 


beyond its present Aug. 23 expira- 
tion date until Jan, 1. 


Chairman Sabath (Dem.), Illit- 
nois, said the Rules Committee's 
decision meant that the stopgap 
resolution could not be brought up 
before Congress leaves, probably 
later this week, for a summer 
cess until September. 

“Of course,” he added, “the 
Speaker could have some one bring 
it up in the House under suspen- 
sion of the rules.

Suspension of the rules requires 
a two-thirds majority.

Although the Senate has not 
acted on the resolution, Smith said 
the committee had the power and 
sufficient funds to finance the in- 
quiry, which technically will be 
merely a subcommittee study of 
the advisability of reporting out 
Shipstead's resolution. 

Smith is chairman of the sub- 
committee; other members are 
Senator George D. Aiken (Rep.), 
Vermont; Senator Theodore G. 
Bilbo (Dem.), Mississippi, and Sen- 
ator Guy M. Gillette (Dem.), Iowa. 

Smith doubted the inquiry would 
be started before the reconvening 
of Congress after the summer 
recess. 

Inquiry in Pressure Groups. 

Shipstead’s resolution, declaring 
that any use of funds of rural 
electrification co-operatives to pro- 
mote insurance companies would 
be open to serious question, also 
asked that an investigating com- 
mittee inquire into reports that 
“groups have been organized and 
supported from Government funds 
to engage in activities intended to 
influence the Congress and other 
Government agencies, and which 
activities are declared to be in 
violation of the letter and spirit of 
the Rural Electrification Act.” 

Top officers of the association 
Tmeantime have announced they 
will recommend to the association 
board of directors abandonment of 
the plan to establish two mutual 
insurance companies, to be fi- 
manced from funds of the co-op- 
eratives. The proposal has aroused 
the bitter opposition of Harry Slat- 
tery, administrator of the REA, 
whom the leaders of the associa- 
tion are seeking to oust.

Agency's Welfare a Factor. 

Under Shipsteads resolution the 
inquiry in addition would try 
to learn whether the REA has 
“suffered” since it was made sub- 
ject to the Department of Agricul- 
ture, “and whether the adminis- 
tration should not be restored to 
its original status as an independ- 
ent agency responsible only to the 
Congress.” 

The REA, it is stated, was given 
authority to administer the Rural 
Electrification Act (Rural Electri- 
fication has been extended rapidly 
throughout the country for the 
benefit of farmers, and the success 
of the program has been influnced 
by a policy of encouraging farm- 
ers to become members of co-oper- 
ative groups, which, in turn, should 
and must be encouraged to become 
free from political or Government 
controls as rapidly as possible.) 

If the committee on agriculture 
or a subcommittee finds that po- 
litical groups have been formed to 
influence the REA, it is directed 
by the resolution to inquire into 
the method of organization of such

Something of the work being 
done here in the manufacture of 
aerial signal and. bombardment 
flares was revealed today by the 
St. Louis Ordnance District office. 

Signal flares. are made by the 
Universal Match Co., which for- 
merly made safety matches. Bom- 
bardment flares are made by the 
National Enameling & Stamping 
Co., which formerly manufactured 
cooking utensils, and by the Amer- 
ican Stove Co., which, before the 
war, made kitchen ranges. 

Parts for flares of various sorts 
are made under subcontract by 
many St. Louis firms, among them 
a hosiery manufacturer, a hairpin 
manufacturer and a firm which 
made electric fans and other house- 
hold electrical items. 

Aircraft signal flares made by 
the Universal Match Co. drop slow- 
ly by parachute and burn for 30 
seconds with a red light of 20,000 
candlepower. Other signals can be 
transmitted with falling stars, star 
clusters, or star chains in various 
color combinations, also made by 
Universal Match. 

Bombardment flares made by the 
National Enameling and American 
Stove firms may be dropped from 
high altitudes, and are* set to go 
off at 3000 feet. They provide a 
million candlepower for three and 
one-half minutes or more. 

Some materials for photoflash 
bombs, for aerial photography at 
night, are also made in St. Louis. 
They furnish 150 million candle 
power for .16 of a second. 

One of these photoflash bombs 
provides 75 times as much light as 
is generated by the floodlights at 
Sportsman's Park; or the equiva- 
lent of the light that would be pro- 
| duced by 1,181,000 of the standard 
100-watt bulbs used in household/a 
illumination,

MELENDES GELLMATE. 
TESTIFIES IN INQUIRY 


Grand Jury Also Hears Dep- 


uty Coroner and Morgue 
Attendant. 


The grand jury, in its inquiry 
into the death of Edward Melendes 
in a Central District Police Station 
cell, today heard Hughes Easley, a 
former cellmate of the Mexican 
waiter; Dr. Alfred Perry, Deputy 
Coroner, and John Washington, 
Negro Morgue attendant. 


Waiting to testify was a fourth 
witness, Dr. Downey L. Harris, 
who was heard last week. He said 


then that he wished to make addi- 
tional microscopic slides showing 
tissues from Melendes’ brain. 
These were understood to support 
Dr. Harris’ announced conclusion 
that the prisoner died as the re- 
sult of a beating. 


Easley and Washington were 
called by the grand jury last Fri- 
day afternoon, but it did not hear 
heir testimony then, as its time 
was taken up by Andrew Brink- 
ley, jail prisoner who was con- 
fined with Melendes and Easley. 
Brinkley was for a time under in- 
dictment, charged with inflicting 


the injuries which caused Melen- | 
des’ death, but this indictment was |® 
dismissed, as was an earlier charge |% 


of the same character against

The additional 5 per cent reduc- 
tion does not apply to the first 25 
tons for newspapers using less 
than 500 tons a quarter.

It 
was estimated at the time this re- 
quirement meant an over-all re- 
duction in current newsprint con- 
sumption of about 10 per cent. 

H. M. Bitner, director of the 
WPB Printing and Publishing Di- 
vision, said, however, the 10 per 
cent reduction had not been ac- 
complished. The further reduction 
follows the recommendations of 
the Newspaper Industry Advisory 
Committee announced June 18. 
The committee recommended an 
additional cut of 5 per cent for 
the third quarter and this was 
agreed on by the Labor Advisory 
Committee 10 days later, WPB re- 
ported.

flight came ahead of the advancing 
ground forces. 

The battle was joined and imme- 
diately developed into one of ex- 
treme sharpness and intensity both 
on land and in the air. 

In the Orel-Kursk sector, the 
Russians . said, 100 tanks broke 
through Russian defenses, but So- 
viet infantry barred the way to 
oncoming Nazi foot troops, while 
artiJlery in the rear shelled the 
tanks. The Germans were report- 
ed to have swung around on clank- 
ing caterpillar treads and rolled 
into swift retreat after 38 of the 
100 tanks were damaged. 

The Russians admitted the Ger- 
mans succeeded in occupying two 
settlements in one sector of the 
Belgorod front but said they were 
dislodged by counterattacks and 
retreated, leaving hundreds of dead 
onthe battlefield. 

Southwest of Mtsensk, which is 
about 50 miles northeast of Orel, 
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the Russians reported that two 
regiments of German infantry cap- 
tured Russian trenches in the vi- 
cinity of an important hill. At 
the day’s end, however, the Red 
Army struck a counterblow which 
drove out the Germans, It was 
estimated that the Germans lost 
600 killed in the assault. 
Red Expected Attack. 

The offensive which began yes- 
terday was not unexpected by the 
Russians. For weeks they have 
predicted that it was soon to come 
and even said that it would begin 
in the Orel-Kursk-Belgorod area. 

Communiquies for several weeks 
have told of large concentrations 
of troops, armored equipment and 
artillery in the sector and Red 
Army air power was used exten- 
sively in attacks on Nazi supply 
depots and railways behind the 
lines. 

The offensive, the third German 
summer drive of the Russian war, 
was launched at a later period 
than the previous two. Germany 
first attacked Russia June 22, 1941, 
but the attack stalled in the heavy 
winter snows and the Nazis were 
forced to retreat. 

The 1942 attack was launched on 
June 13, but the German army 
again failed to smash Russian re- 
sistance and again found itself 
forced back during the winter 
months. 

The northern flank of the pres- 
ent drive at Orel and Mtsensk on 
the upper Donets River is about 
200 miles south of Moscow. The 
German’s primary objective was 
not immediately discernible. 


LONDON NOT SURE 
IT’S THE BIG ATTACK 


LONDON, July 6 (AP).—Rus- 
sia'’s announcement of destruction 
of 586 tanks in the first hours -of 
the German offensive yesterday 
suggested to London observers to- 
day that the Russians have ac- 
quired highly effective new anti- 
tank weapons or tactics. 

Although the German attack is 
wide and strong, bystanders here 
are wary of assuming that it will 
be an all-out effort. 

In today’s high command com- 
munique, however, the Germans 
declared that fierce fighting de 
veloped on the ground and in the 


air yesterday and repofted that/. 


the renewed struggle is “assuming 
ever greater violence.” 

The possibility of the usual Ger- 
man summer attack this year 
never has been overlooked in Lon- 
don, but some commentators still 
questioned whether the Germans 
intended to become committed to 
a full-scale campaign in the East 
while threatened from the Weat.

Conferees Accept Plan for 
Test on Seriate Measure 
Added to Deficiency 
Bill. ; 


WASHINGTON, July 6 (AP).— 
House conferees on a 366-million- 
dollar deficiency appropriations 
bill agreed today to submit to the 
House for a vote a Senate amend- 
ment designed to revoke yester- 


day's death sentence for the Fed- 
eral Crop Insurance Corporation. 

The Senate agreed yesterday to 
a House provision in the farm ap-‘ 
propriations bill allowing three 
million dollars.for the closing of 
the FCIC and its insurance pro- 
gram on cotton and wheat crops. 

Subsequently, it sought to repeal 
this action, by adding funds for 
the insurance program to the de- 
ficiency bill. 

Senator McKellar (Dem.), Tenn- 
essee, said “complete agreement” 
was reached by conferees on other 
appropriations the Senate added 
to the deficiency bill, which pro- 
vided only 36 million dollars when 
it left the House. 

The compromises ,he said, re- 
duced from 150 million dollars to 
100 million Senate allowances for 
the National Housing Agency’s 
war housing program, and from 75 
million dollars to 50 million Sen- 
ate provisions for the Federal 
Works Agency to finance ¢onstruc- 
tion of community projects. 

‘There were concerted efforts to- 
day to complete Congressional ac- 
tion by nightfall on four remain- 
ing appropriation bills. 

Senate Appropriations Cut. 

Quick Senate acceptance of an 
$80,568,000 appropriations bill for 
the Interior Department, embrac- 
ing a conference report approved 
yesterday by the House, was fore- 
cast by Senator Hayden (Dem.), 
Arizona. 

The conference report cut many 


———i Senate allowances for western irri- 


gation and other projects to mere 
token appropriations, but Hayden 
said an effort would be made to 
provide increased funds for all of 
them when budget estimates were 
available in the fall. 

House objections to Senate 
amendments requiring the latter's 
confirmation of $4500-a-year and up 
appointees of the War Manpower 
Commission and 18 other war- 
created agencies, delayed final pas- 
sage of the $2,936,215,033 War 
Agencies Appropriations Bill and 
a $1,238,622,000 Labor-Federal Se- 
curity measure, Funds for the 
WMC are included in the Labor- 
Security bill. 

The House voted overwhelming- 
ly against the confirmation amend- 
ment in both bills last week. 


CITY FIREMEN ASK ALDERMEN 
FOR $25-A-MONTH PAY RISE 


City firemen presented to the 
Board of Alderman, sitting as a 
committee of the whole today, 
their request for a general increase 
of $25 a month, which would give 
them a pay range of $160 to $210 
a month. The board took no ac- 
tion on. the request, but pointed 
out that the pending compensation 
ordinance provides for giving fire- 
men a range of $150 to $200 a 
month. Charles -Wood, president 
of Local 73, Fire Fighters’ Associa- 
tion, presented the firemen’s re- 
quest. , 

As proposed in the pending 
measure, the firemen’s pay  in- 
creases would extend over a six- 
year period. 

The Aldermen, who last week 
decided on 13 amendments to the 
pay plan presented by the Civil 
Service Commission, voted a four- 
teenth amendment today, to give 
Roy A. Fish, Assistant City Coun- 
selor serving in Police Court Nga. 1, 
a salary range of $350 to $425, in- 
stead of the present $260 to $335. 

The Civil Service Commission 
met with Mayor Becker affd the 
members of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment this afternoon 
to pass on the amendments and 
submit the compensation bill to 
the Aldermen in its final form. 


PLAN FOR POSTWAR EXPANSION 
FILED BY UNITED AIR LINES 


NEW YORK, July 6 (AP).— 
American Air Lines, Inc., has ap- 
plied to the Civil Aeronautics 
Board for postwar expansion of its 
routes by about 50 per cent in ter- 
ritory to be served, President A. N. 
Kemp announced today. 

He described the plan as “the 
lead-off in the contemplated tre- 
mendous expansion of air trans- 
port after the war.” Kemp said 
the proposed new routes would 
add 10 states and 35 cities to 
present schedules, bringing the 
total to 32 states and 8&7 cities. 

One of the company’s applica- 
tions to the Civil Aeronautics 
Board requests a route from De- 
troit and Cleveland to St. Louis 
via’ Toledo, O., Fort Wayne, Mun- 
cie-Anderson and _ Indianapolis, 
Ind., and Springfield, Il.

PHONOGRAPH TO

industrial operations and_ the 
weight of government regulations. 

George said the Institution will 
prepare for the committee a re- 
port on the foreign operations of 
the Board of Economy Warfare, 
particularly with regard to any 
commitments the BEW may have 
made that might affect this coun- 
try’s postwar economic situation. 

“These will be in the nature of 
preliminary reports for the com- 
mittee, giving an outside view of 
the problems involved,” George 
said. “What we want to learn pri- 
marily is what will be needed on 
the part of government to keep 
private enterprise going after the 
war and to help it meet the dif- 
ficult problems of employment, 
financing and operation.” 

George said it is obvious that in 
some fields the government is 
likely to play an important part 
for some time, as in housing and 
social security. He indicated that 
he wil! favor minimizing the gov- 
ernment’s participation and en- 
couraging private enterprise to 
carry as much of the readjustment 
burden as possible. 

George and Senator Vandenberg,

Each in his own 
way, depending on geography and on the varying pattern of op- 
pression, the native patriot fights back through underground re- 
sistance movements—often passively with factory slowdowns, whisper- 
ing campaigns, anti-German posters, and often more actively with 


sabotage and attacks in the dark. 
The Germans have had _ time 


enough to cut deeply into the 
strength and lifeblood: of many 
of their occupied countries such 
as Poland, Greece, Czecho-Slovakia, 
France and Holland. They have 
moved out so many able-bodied 
men that military help from with- 
in has been greatly minimized for 
the day of invasion. They have 
starved and tortured and murdered 
and imprisoned and deported into 
forced labor so many thousands 
upon thousands of the healthiest 
men that the vitality and will to 
resist should jong ago have reached 
the breaking point. 


But Resistance Grows. 


But instead, resistance has 
grown stronger. Children and old 
men have joined women in carry- 
ing out local underground tasks 
when leaders have been executed 
or spirited away into German fac- 
tories or the labor army of the 
Todt organization. 

Like the mythical giant that 
grew two heads when one was 
chopped off, the European under- 
grounds somehow seem to gain 
added force with the increasing 
inroads of the Gestapo. 

Sabotage, particularly against 
Germany's weak line of transpor- 
tation, acquires new tricks daily. 
The numbers of men in hiding— 
taking France as an example—has 
reached such a point that secret 
camps for military training are 
now being set up. 

Clandestine newspapers are print- 
ed and distributed under penalty 
of death; secret radios spread word 
of resistance; underground agents 
dart from one hiding place to an- 
other, living in constant terror of 
discovery and its consequences. 

Nazi Europe surges within its 
dismal trap like an animal held in 
steel claws. Countries grow weaker 
and weaker under Nazi determina- 
tion to break their spirit, their 
man power and their military back- 
ing for the Allied tnvasion, but the 


/underground carries out its stealthy 
devices, boring from within, ham- 
stringing and chopping off a fac- 
tory and warehouse here, a loco- 
motive there. 

United in Purpose. 

Unity of purpose has brought po- 
litical factions into a truce and co- 
Operation never before attained. 
All 16 of the French underground 
movements, a few days ago, actual- 
ly had a joint meeting at great 
risk to the leaders who gathered 
in one room to outline plans and 
pledge themselves to co-ordination. 


Catholics and Protestants in Hol- 
land are working. in closest unity 
as a result of the resistance move- 
ment program in the country where 
lack of hills or ordinary hiding 
places makes the life of the under- 
ground agent especially dangerous. 

Norwegian patriots have laid 
aside, momentarily at least, their 
differences over the political setup 
of the Government-in-Exile to unite 
against the Germans’ puppet pre- 
mier, Maj. Vidkun Quisling, 

Some countries have large num- 
bers of men in hiding—the three 
Baltic countries, Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania, are estimated to 
have 100,000—but military strength 
is hardly worth estimating in view 
of the general lack of arms and 
ammunition. 

Uprisings Not Likely. 

It is only wishful thinking to 
expect that any of these under- 
grounds or resistance movements 
are going to rise up out of the 
ground on white horses when the 
day of invasion comes. 

If the Germans continue their 
systematic bleeding of European 
man power many more months, 
there will be left in many coun- 
tries hardly more than children, 
women and old men living in the 
open. 

The Germans have evacuated the 
coasts for many miles inland, in 
some cases to the point of wreck-

INVITATION TO INVASION IN WEST 


By DeWITT MACKENZIE 


HE opening of the German of- 
T tensive in the Orel-Belgorod 

sector south of Moscow may 
signal the breaking of the great 
storm which has been hanging 
over Europe for weeks. 

Whether this is a final all-out 
attempt by a desperate Hitler to 
crush the Russian armies isn’t yet 
apparent. But it’s a major opera- 
tion which already has produced 


fierce fighting, and it might easily 
develop into the big showdown. 


In short, this may be the crisis 
which should disclose in the near 
future what the'‘duration of the 
Hitlerian portion of the World 
War is likely to be. The Nazi 
chief will have to put his resources 
on parade. 

The Germans probably have been 
impelled to undertake this belated 
offensive either for the purpose of 
forestalling a Russian drive— 
which Berlin has been predicting 
—or because they have decided 
that they aregfairly safe from an 
immediate Allied invasion of West- 
ern Europe. Both factors may en- 
ter into the situation. 


German Air Power. 


Part and parcel of this attack 
undoubtedly is the sudden appear- 
ance of fresh Nazi aerial support 
for the Italians in the battle for 
Sicily. Apparently Hitler’s harassed 
intuition has done a sudden back- 
flop and made him revise his deci- 
sion to leave it entirely to Musso- 
lini to stand off the Allied attack 
which has been bearing down on 
him. 

The Nazi chief's recent attitude 
has been that of abandoning his 
partner in crime as no longer use- 
ful to the Axis cause. Hitler's 
change of mind, if not of heart, is 
easily understandable in view of 
the opening of the Rusisan drive. 
He has decided to impede the Al- 
lied operations in the Mediterrane- 
an as much as possible while he is 
engaged in Russia. 


German and Italian airmen over 
the Fourth gave American and 
British squadrons attacking Sicily 
the heaviest opposition since the 
height of the Tunisian campaign. 
Everywhere the Axis air defense 
stiffened strongly and the Nazis, as 
would be expected, were particular- 
ly active and apparently taking the 
lead in resisting the fierce Allied 
bombing. 


Conserving Luftwaffe. 

It isn’t yet clear how much air 
power Hitler has shifted to Italy 
or may be prepared to send there. 
He has been conserving his Luft- 
waffe for emergencies. He not 
only has been considering the feas- 
ibility of inaugurating a final 
grand offensive against the Reds, 
but has had to figure on a prob- 
able Russian offensive if he him- 
self didn’t strike first. There also 
has been the threat of invasion of 
Western Europe by the Anglo-Am- 
erican forces. 

However, he undoubtedly can 
spare a limited amount of air 
power to help Mussolini—providing 
he is safe from invasion across 
France. This aid might change 
the Mediterranean picture consid- 
erably in that it would make the 
Allied task of invasion tougher 
than has been anticipated, 

A far more interesting point is 
what reaction the Nazi offensive 
in Russia may have on the Allied 
plans for ultimate invasion of 
western Europe. With Hitler heav- 
ily engaged on the eastern front 
we have a situation which rather 
invites Allied invasion of France. 
Quite likely Premier Stalin fore- 
saw this development when he re- 
newed his appeal the other day 
for an opening of a second front 
in the west, 

In any event, Hitler has opened 
the gates to the arena, and we are 
likely to see the conflict swell to 
a fierce pitch before Churchill's

Estimate on Supply. 


Shale deposits were estimated to 

hold 92 billion barrels and coal re- 
serves were said capable of. pro- 
ducing 1,500,000,000 barrels of oil 
and a billion tons of coal annually 
for 1000 years. 
For the more immediate future, 
Ickes said, Americans must chose 
between “driving as usual” and 
more “freezing than usual.” 


“I want it distinctly understood 
that even with all of the pipelines 
working 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week, we are not going to be 
able to remove restrictions on our 
civilian driving,” he declared. And 
he spoke of “the probability that 
the war will drag into the years 
1944 and 1945.” 

There have been times, Ickes 
said, “When I have wondered if 
our production and transportation 
of petroleum could possibly keep 
pace with the growing military 
and essential civilian needs.” 

He cited as evidence of the im- 
possibility of a global war without 
oil an estimate that “about 60 per 
cent, or nearly two out of every 
three tons of the supplies. sent 
overseas to our expeditionary 
forces are oil.” 


Lists Vital War Uses. 


Most vital of the war products 
of petroleum are aviation gasoline, 
toluene for explosives and the raw 
materials for synthetic rubber. 
Ickes estimated the United States 
was turning out possibly 95 per 
cent of the world’s aviation fuel, 
and said the superfuel was so good 
it made the 100-octane measure- 
ment “old-fashioned.” 

While America with all its oil 
production is struggling to make 
both ends meet, Ickes warns 
against expecting the Axis war ma- 
chines to grind to a stop from 
lack of fuel and lubricants. There 
is reason to suspect the enemy 
can get along with what it has, 
he said. 

Hitler has two advantages, an 
economy which never used more 
than a fraction of our normal re- 
quirements, and relatively shorter 
transportation distances, 

Japan, Ickes estimated, had 15 
months supply of gasoline—at war- 
time consumption rates—in- stor- 
age at the time of Pearl Harbor, 
and ‘since then has captured major 
oil fields and refineries to supple- 
ment a growing synthetic oil in- 
dustry, 

For’ all its improvisations and 
conquests, however, Ickes said the 
fact that the Axis is on the short 
end of the oil balance will help 
defeat it.

He wants nothing for his 
future out of the Red Cross nor 
out of the army nor out of Africa 
or England or Italy or anywhere 
else. He is simply serving for the 
duration and serving with his 
whole being.

Becomes Hit in Berlin. 

The story of its popularity in 
Africa got back to Berlin and 
Mme. Goering, who used to be an 
opera singer, sang the song of the 
inconstant “Lilli Marlene” to a very 
select group of Nazis, if there is 
such a thing. Instantly the song 
was popular and it was played con- 
stantly over the German radio un- 
til Goering himself grew a little 
sick of it, and it is said that, since 
inconstancy is a subject which is 
not pleasant to certair high Nazi 
ears, it was suggested that the 
song be quietly assassinated. But 
meanwhile “Lilli Marlene” had got 
out of hand. Lala Anderson was 
by now known as the “Soldiers’ 
Sweetheart.” She was a pin-up girl. 
Her husky voice ground out of 
portable photographs in the desert. 

So far, “Lilli” had been solely a 
German problem but now the Brit- 
ish Highth Army began to take 
prisoners and among the spoils 
they got “Lilli Marlene.” And the 
song swept through the Eighth 
Army. Australians hummed it and 
fastened new words to it. The 
powers hesitated, considering 
whether it was a good idea to let 
a German song about a girl who 
did not have all the sterling vir- 
tues become the favorite song of 
the British Army, for by now the 
thing had crept into the First 
Army and the Americans were be- 
ginning to experiment with close

According 
to his letter, he bought the last sack of 
feed in Jefferson County. Mr. Snellenber- 
ger states what he does tomorrow is yet 
to be determined. He says without 
doubt he will have to shovel chicks into 
the furnace to keep them from starving 
to death. He asks: “Is this thing possi- 
ble? Is it practical to cry for meat yet 
destroy its source?” 

These are words from an experienced 
poultryman who is unable to obtain feed 
to mature chicks for the market. It is 
Mr. Snellenberger’s loss, but it is also 
a loss for hungry men and women. 

Uncle Sam is advocating more live- 
stock and poultry. Yet right now the 
man who has put in many hours of hard 
labor and money to produce livestock and 
poultry is finding it impossible to buy 
feeds to finish the stock for the market. 
If the feeder can’t buy the feed to pro- 
duce, what is he going to do?

_ THE NAZI DRIVE BEGINS. 

One thing that the opening of the German of- 
fensive on the Russian front proves is the utter 
folly of accepting Nasi statements at face value. 

More than a month ago, Berlin propagandists were 
saying mournfully that there simply couldn’t be a 
new campaign in the Bast this summer; they would 
be content merely to hold their lines. Lieut. Gen. 
Kurt Diettmar spoke about the altered conception 
of the war, and the surprising might of the Russians, 
with the conclusion that “we realize such an adver- 
sary cannot be knocked out with one blow.” There 
was a certain plausibility in this, in view of the 
Germans’ need for all available forces to meet the 
impending invasion of Europe. 

The Berlin statements may have fooled the wish- 
ful thinkers and the prophets of a speedy finish to 
the war in Burope. Since the Nazis had opened 
their 1941 drive on June 22, and their main 1942 of- 
fensive on June 28, the passing of both those dates 
in 1948 without action made it appear to the op- 
timists that Hitler was indeed incapable of putting 
on a major campaign in Russia this er. 

The Russians weren’t fooled, however. They kept 
their forces on tiptoe, they continued to harass the 
German lines and particularly they carried out at- 
tacks on Nasi aviation forces and railroads. The 
Red Army expected this drive, and apparently 
judged accurately the very sector where it would 
come, the Orel-Kursk-Belgorod line. 

Another development which bolstered up the wish- 
ful thinkers was the report from London that the 
Nazis had transferred 60 divisions from the Dast- 
ern front to Western and Southern Hurope in order 
to meet the expected Allied invasion, Constant signs 
of Nazi troop movements to the menaced coastal 
areas lent some substance to such a statement. 

Moscow was quick to deny this report, however. 
According to Pravda, the Nazis still have 211 divi- 


statement of two months ago that 219 Axis divi- 
sions were on that front. There are no signs of any 
major withdrawals to the West, Moscow says. : 

It seems clear, therefore, that the Nazis retain 
enormous power on the Russian front. The new of- 
fensive may be considered a determined attempt, 
perhaps their last desperate fling, to break the 
power of the Red Army before the Allies open a 
second front on the Continent. 

The drive seems to be one of considerable power, 
as is shown by the Russians’ report of 686 German 
tanks and 203 planes destroyed in the first. day’s 
fighting. Even if Hitler does not expect to press 
through to the Caucasus this time, he obviously hopes 
to cripple the Red Army so that the Nazis can con- 
centrate on the war in the West when it comes. 

The major purpose of the Nazi reports that there 
would be no Eastern offensive this year was plain- 
ly to lull the Allies into feeling that there was 
plenty of time to plan and launch the invasion of 
Europe. Since one purpose of a second front, as 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill have often stated, 
was to take the tremendous Nazi pressure off Rus- 
sia, Berlin obviously hoped that the Allies would 
begin to feel there was no hurry about it if the Nazis 
were unable to attack this summer, anyway. 

The recent appeals from Moscow for a speedy 
opening of the new front, after a long period of si- 
lence on this subject, were doubtless inspired by 
the knowledge that a German thrust was coming. 
The Russians weren’t taken in by the Nazi state- 
ments that all would remain quiet on the Bastern 
front, and it is inconceivable that the-Allied com- 
manders are allowing this idea to affect their plans. 

Now that the long lull in the East has been broken, 
it is possible that the Nazis will soon find their 
hands full against a mightier Red Army than be- 
fore, fortified as it is by Russia’s all-out production 
effort and the increasing flood of lend-lease supplies. 
So formidable a task as invasion of the Continent 
requires enormous preparation in order to insure 
success. If the Allies are able to launch it soon, 
the Nazis may find themselves in the grasp of gi- 
gantic pincers crushing their stronghold simultane- 
ously from Hast and West. 


The National Youth Administration belongs in 
the same category as the Civilian Conservation 
Corps and the Works Projects Administration. It 
was a work relief agency, created in 1935 to train 
boys and girls for useful occupations and to enable 
others to continue in college in the depression years. 
Abolition of the CCC and the WPA meant that the 
NYA must inevitably follow quit. 

Senator Truman’s appeal to keep the NYA to 
train youths for war work did not persuade Con- 
gress, for, indeed, it had little persuasion in it. 
The place for youths to be trained today is in the 
armed forces or in the war industries. We certainly 
do not need to maintain a large national Federal 
agency to look out for them. 

The NYA did much good work and thousands of 
young Americans are indebted to it. Thus, having 
served its purpose, NYA expires. That in itself is 
a good thing. It shows that Federal agencies can 
be abolished when their usefulness is over. 
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MacARTHUR’S STRATEGY. 

Gen. MacArthur’s unfolding strategy in the South- 
west Pacific now seems to have the twofold pur- 
pose of destroying enemy sea power and disrupting 
enemy supply lines. The General has said all along 
that he detests the slow method of island-by-island 
warfare, and the present offensive indicates more 
strongly*as it develops that a much.-larger strategy 
than that is at stake. MacArthur’s game is not un- 
like tenpins—the gaining of every objective tends 
to help topple over the objective next in series. 

First the attack has been laid against the heart 
of Japanese power in the Southwest Pacific. Mun- 
da is almost completely surrounded, with American 
troops on Rendova, to the south, and on Vangunu, 
to the southeast, and American warships gathered 
in Kula Gulf, to the northwest. 

By these moves, Gen. MacArthur evidently is hop- 
ing to cut the supply lines by which Japan is main- 
taining its power in the Solomons, and to entice a 
major part of the Japanese fleet into battle. Today’s 
news that a naval battle is in progress in Kula Gulf 
suggests that our forces have so far succeeded toward 
sundering the supply line that the Japanese have 
been forced to the regrettable choice of doing large- 
scale sea battle for it. According to all notices so 
far, Japan has not heretofore had in the area any

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ANARCHY IN THE ADMINISTRATION, 

Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones answers Hen- 
ry Wallace by calling the Vice-President a lar. To 
be sure, the RFC chairman refrains from using the 
four-letter word, but the end result is the same. 
What Mr. Jones says is that Mr. Wallace is guilty 
of “a falsehood out of whole cloth.” 

In the absence of the Vice-President from Wash- 
ington, it remained for Milo Perkins, executive di- 
rector of the Board of Economic Warfare, to reply 
to Secretary Jones. The BEW is the agency which 
President Roosevelt clothed with authority to import 
needed war commodities after Mr. Jones’ failures 
to build up vital stockpiles came to light. 

Director Perkins, entering the fray publicly for 
the first time was becomingly milder. He merely ac- 
cused Mr. Jones of raising a “smoke screen” and 
performing after the fashion of that great Ameri- 
can model of alertness and enterprise, Rip Van 
Winkle. Said Mr. Perkins: “He (Jesse Jones) has 
not proved and cannot prove that he bought what 
the Vice-President charged him with nq buying.” 

There is one man and only one man in the coun- 
try to straighten out this mess. He ig the man who 
created it—Franklin D. Roosevelt. Had the Presi- 
dent been resolute in correcting the situation in the 
first place, there would not have been this sorry 
spectacle. of charges and countercharges in his of- 
ficial family, the Cabinet. But after his practice, he 
kept authority divided. The BEW under the Vice- 
President and Milo Perking was responsible for im- 
porting commodities. Yet Jesse Jones was allowed 
to hold the financial controls. Undercover warfare 
with an eventual explosion was inevitable. 

If the President thinks that all this is between 
Jesse Jones and Henry Wallace, he is sdrely mis- 
taken. It is no longer true that Mr. Roosevelt can 
in safety pit one administration personality against 
another and sit back and watch them scrap it out. 
That period ended, Dec. 7, 1941, at Pearl Harbor. 
What we have today is the President's right arm 
engaged in a bitter struggle with his left. Manifestly, 
only Mr. Roosevelt himself can stop that. 

By the Flynn appointment, the President invited 
Congress to establish the pattern for defeat of ex- 
ecutive proposals. How well the lesson was taught 
the record of this session distressingly testifies. Is 
the Jones-Wallace fight to set the pattern for an- 
archy in the administration itself? Anything other 
than prompt and sure handling of it will be an af- 
firmative answer. 
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THIS FOURTH. . 

Those nameless Olympians who poll and statisti- 
cize the moods of the people as the winds of the 
world—they tell us this country’s Fourth was newly 
quiet. Most of us spent the holiday in. unlunatic 
tempo. The careening car was garaged, its former 
fuel now driving the war ahead toward Rabaul and 
Palermo, Germany and France across the faceless 
seas. Rockets that glared, bombs and torpedoes that 
burst and bloomed far from home, replaced the fren- 
zied fireworks with which a nation once counted 
its blessings, often forgetting due homage to the 
things it honored—a child too bemused by a toy to 
kiss its giver. 

In recent, shameful years we had fallen, and by 
majority rule, from the grace of brotherhood. As 
the globe shriveled and lights went out one by 
one, we turned our back on neighbors half a world 
away. We put a mute in freedom’s trumpet, pre- 
tending not to hear its urgent call from Spain and 
China, later from the enslaved Balkans and from 
France. We dallied with Japan like a reluctant lov- 
er. We tried, by arms embargo, to convince our- 
selves we had no destiny beyond the eighteenth 
meridian. We observed the Fourth in bland for- 
getfulness, depending upon an unscored fireworks 
chorus to drown out the whimper of our common 
conscience. What lip service was rendered to it— 
a hasty speech, a hanging of the flag, a snatch of 
anthem limply mumbled through—did not ring deep- 
ly true. Conscience could justly have borrowed an 
ironic line: “It is all very well to dissemble your 
love, but why did you kick me downstairs?” 

Ghosts of yesterday were abroad this quiet Fourth. 
Whitman’s “world of labor and the march” had 
come to life again. There were empty chairs at our 
tables, and training planes snarling overhead, to 
remind us of the present. There was its urgency 
to give us back our past. Perhaps we recalled the 
promise that “each hath back what once he stayed 
to weep.” And there were trumpets heard, 
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CHAIRMAN DIES FINDS A NEW BUGABOO. 

When the Comintern was dissolved last month, 
it meant the end of Red-hunting for Representative 
Dies. He acknowledged as much when he said he 
hoped it would be possible for his committee soon 
“to conclude its long labors.” ? 

It did not take. long for Dies to find another fear- 
some bugaboo, however. This time, it is the Japa- 
nese-American who is the target of his wild-eyed 
charges, and the officials in charge of Federal relo- 
cation centers who are being subjected to the usual 
Dies smear technique, 

Dies has charged that the War Relocation Author- 
ity is releasing from the camps each week 1000 
Japanese-Americans of questionable loyalty. He 
says the WRA plans to bring Japs from South 
America and release them in this country. He has 
attributed the Detroit race riots to Jap agents. Rep- 
resentative Costello, a member of the committee, 
made a fevered speech urging that release of Japa- 
nese from the centers “be stopped at once.” 

The fact is that no Japanese-American is released 
until his record has been carefully checked by the 
FBI. The great majority of the persons in the 
camps are native-born Americans, loyal to this coun- 
try. It may be that better precautions could be 
taken to separate the alien and disloyal Japs from 
these good citizens, but the system has worked well, 
on the whole. A relocation officer, speaking on 
Station KSD recently, said: “According to official 
records, there has not been a single act of sabotage 
by Japanese-Americans, either in California or in 
Hawali.” A member of the Y. M. O. A. committee 
assisting in the project said: “No minority group 
in our history has given us less trouble than the 
Japanese-Americans.” 

Unless Dies is checked in his slam-bang tactics, a 
grave injustice will be done to this unfortunate 
group of Americans, and the work of the FBI in 
running down actual Jap agents will be handicapped.

NE of Adolf Hitler’s most fateful 

achievements has been his suppression 

of brains in Europe. The extermina- 
tion of intelligence in Germany, then in all 
of Europe, has been the very condition of 
Nazi power. Never before in history has 
a political regime shown itself so eager 
and so industrious in getting rid of crea- 
tive forces on all levels and in all depart- 
ments of human life. 

Fortunately, the forces of intellect, out- 
lawed in Europe, have tended to reassem- 
ble in the United States. Since 1933, about 
250,000 European refugees of all faiths have 
settled in this country. It is a singular gen- 
eration of ts, unlike all previous 
generations, in that it has been drawn al- 
most entirely from the educated, the me- 
chanically skilled, the ecientifically trained, 
the artistically gifted. They belong to so- 
cial and intellectual strata whose depletion 
is already being felt by the Nazis and will 
help them lose their mad war.. Hitler's 
outcasts have become gifts to America. 


Almost All Will Stay. 


A few may go back when the Nazi scourge 
is ended, but the overwhelming majority 
have transferred their special skills and 
talents and accumulated knowledge per- 
manently to America. A voluntary survey 
of “Alien Specialized Personnel,” made by 
Dr. Fausto Pitigliani with the assistance 
of the National Refugee Service, shows 
that of 2500 enrolled on its roster, 96 per 
cent have applied for American citizenship; 
the other 4 per cent are almost all people 
who could not apply for technical reasons 
relating to the status of their residence. 


The transfer of so much creative energy 
in a brief period from one continent to 
another is an extraordinary fact with con- 
sequences beyond those immediately visible. 
It needs the greatness and vitality of a 
young nation like America to digest this 
accretion of skills without getting cramps. 


It is already possible to state that the 
process of adaptation has been a happy 
one for the newcomers and their hosts 
alike. All over the United States — in 
colleges, universities, factories, laboratories, 
art schools, theaters, hospitals — mutilated 
European trees have taken new root; the 
branches, leaves and fruit are of distinctly 
American color. 


Nine Nobel Prize Winners. 


The most obvious values of our spiritual 
inheritance from a shattered Europe may 
be indicated by reference to nine refugee 
Nobel Prize winners now in our midst, The 
German physicist James Franck now 
teaches at the University of Chicago, as does 
the Austrian physicist Victor Franz Hess. 
The Austrian physiologist Otto Loewi is 
at the New York University Medical 
School, and the great Italian physicist En- 
rico Fermi is also at Chicago. Otto Meyer- 
hoff, German bio-chemist, and the Belgian 
dramatist and poet Maurice Maeterlinck 
are in America; and three others of the 
Nobel elite—Albert Einstein, Thomas Mann 
and Sigrid Undset—have become public fig- 
ures In American life. 

At a time of great stringency in the med- 
ical field, Hitler has sent us almost 6000 
refugee physicians, among them some of 
the foremost medica] innovators and ex- 
plorers of our period. The great dearth of 
doctors in Germany offers an ironic com-

The New School for Social Research and 
its University in Exile, in New York, have 
brought together a large number of refugee 
scientists from many European countries, 
Among their outstanding professors are 
Max Ascoli, formerly of Rome; Marcel Bar- 
zin, formerly of Brussels; Hans Staudinger, 
formerly Secretary of State in the 
Prussian Ministry of Trade and Industry; 
Gerhard Colm, formerly professor of eco- 
nomics in Kiel. 

I mention only in passing such men as

Once the Axis 
had lost and full-fledged democrat- 
ic regimes were restored in France 
and Italy, the danger might be- 
come acute. Spanish Republicans, 
whose mere existence apparently 
deterred Hitler from invading 
Spain, began muttering of the 
“next time,” the segunda vuelta. 


Quick, amigos, a life raft, a 
buoy, a parachute, a change of 


heart, a change of life, a new re 
gime, powerful protectors and a 
camouflaged umbrella, Arriba Es- 
pana! 

Obviously nothing to hope from 
Russia. Spanish reactionaries can 
find protectors only where French 
Vichy-reactionaries have already 
found them in Washington and in 
London. Powerful, these Anglo- 
Saxons, but gullible. Duped once 
during the Spanish Civil War, they 
must be duped again. (If anything 
has to go overboard, let it be the 
Falange, something dangerously 
progressive, anyway, in the eyes 
of these hardwood reactionaries.) 
The best solution: Monarchical 
restoration; the tool; Don Juan; 
third son of Alfonso and only non- 
bleeder in his. family, 

Juan is willing; the British are 
eager; the Americans have no real 
objections; Juan March and Span- 
ish business are tired of Franco’s 
unbelievable inefficiency. A minor 
obstacle is Franco himself, whom 
Juan and the British are prepared 
to ship to the Argentine, and of 
course the Falange. But better get 
out than stay and be hanged. 


Too Late for Monarchy. 

HE real difficulty is one of tim- 

ing. The Germans are not yet 
on their backs. Until] they are, all 
Spanish rulers will feel obliged to 
humor them with kind words and 
food imported through the United 
Nations blockade, and such, If 
Juan becomes King now he will 
have to continue doing just this. 
Hitler’s downfall will leave him al- 
ready tainted by Fascist contact. 
He will not be able to pass as the 
new and virgin leaf which the 
Spaniards will wish the world to 
think they are turning over. There- 
fore—in all likelihood—Juan and 
the monarchy reactionaries run for 
cover. 

A depressing sight. And still no 
answer why Washington is willing 
to connive at it, 

Let us not be too depressed. It 
is late for a monarchy in Spain. A 
year after the defeat, sick of the 
terror, most of the Republicans 
would have leaped at anything to 
put an end to it, and the monarchy 
will have to wait until Hitler goes 
definitely pop. But then watch the 
Spanish reactionaries run for cover.

WASHINGTON, Jwy 6 (AP).— 
A goal of 600,000 members for the

Help for Invasion.

Only a few people in this world 
know when and where the Allied 
invasion of Europe will come. They 
are not talking. Some sections of 
the British press had a breathless 
spell recently, excitedly anticipat- 
ing “momentary” invasion. This 
now has toned down under the 
more sober realization that Anglo- 
American aerial bombardments 
still have much paving of the way 
before bridgeheads can be estab- 
lished without heaviest loss of life 
for ground troops. 

The invasion, of course, actually 
started when heavy bombers began 
leaping over the walls and fort- 
resses of Europe and pouring their 
tons of explosive steel upon Ger- 
man production. That bombing 
through Hitler’s roof is going to 
continue ever deadlier, Mean- 
while, the underground of Europe, 
stretched from the fjords of Nor- 
way to the mountains of the Bal- 
kans and through the low coun- 
tries to the outermost points of the 
French coast, goes about its busi- 
ness. 

Blows From Behind. 

Each movement in its own way 
and purpose strikes from behind 
at its German tyrants. Each 
utilizes common tricks in sabotage, 
slowdown and annoyance. As a 
whole, the underground never was 
at a higher point than now. Its 
members have learned many les- 
sons, whether the seasoned guer- 
rillas of the Balkans or the rela- 
tively inexperienced neophytes of 
Holland.

“We were preparing to catapult 
planes from the ship to Henderson 
Field on Guadalcanal,” Corp. Cas- 
well related. “Before we got them 
out, the planes were lined up with 
their wings folded back toward 
their tails, with the guns in their 
wings pointing down, 

“I was working underneath a 
plane when one of those guns went 
haywire—shorted out—and sent a 
bullet through the biceps of my 
left arm, down through my pock- 
etbook in the left front pocket of 
my trousers and on through my 
thigh.” 

Producing the souvenir pocket- 
book, Caswell showed where the 
bullet passed through the miscella- 
neous contents of hig billfold, in- 
cluding $60. 

During the few weeks Caswell 
was on Guadalcanal, he said, Amer-

He likes and 
understands the English, but he 
didn’t go British nor adopt the 
Oxford accent, ’ 

He was American champion fn 
the 440-yard dash in 1921, and took 
the British championship for the 
same distance in 1923. Then, in ‘24, 
he went to the Olympics at Paris 
and ran on the 1600-meter relay 
team that set a new world record. 
There is one strange feat he is 
proud of. In '21 he won the quarter- 
mile for a Princeton-Cornell team 
competing against Oxford and 
Cambridge. Then he went abroad, 
and in 2 he won the quarter-mile 
for the Oxford-Cambridge team 
against Princeton-Cornell. .That’s 
what is known in some circles as 
working both sides of the ocean. 
They Call Him ‘Bill.’ 

N 1926 Stevenson returned to 

New York and went to work. His 

first job was as assistant to 
District Attorney Buckner. Bill 
went into the prohibition branch, 
because it paid $1000 a year more, 
and he needed the thousand to 
get married on. Buckner practiced 
what he enforced about prohibi- 
tion, and insisted that his men 
do likewise. As a result, the 
Stevensons couldn’t even drink 
champagne at their own wedding. 
Mrs. Stévenson still thinks it was 
an outrage. 

A little prohibition work goes a 
long way, so before long Stevenson 
went into the law firm of John W. 
Davis. He stayed there till 1931, 
when he formed his own partner- 
ship with Eli Whitney Debevoise. 
They were successful from the be- 
ginning. They have had as high 
as 21 lawyers on their staff. 

Our entrance into the war caught 
Bill Stevenson in that same shad- 
owy borderline stage of life that 
caught me. He was too old for 
combat duty and too young not to 
want to have a finger in the pie. 
He didn’t know what to do. He 
could have gone to Washington 
and donned a soldier suit with 
oak leaves on his' shoulders and 
sat at a nice desk. But he waited 
and looked around, and after a 
while he heard that the Red Cross 
needed a man to go to England. 

He knew nothing about the Red 
Cross, but thought his law experi- 
ence and three years of school in 
England might come in handy. 
And it was a chance to get across 
the water and into the heart of

Get in touch with your local ration. 
ing board or civilian defense of- 
fice to learn where to make appli- 
cation for a new cooker. In your 
application, be sure to state how 
many families will use the cook- 
er, and if possible, how many 
quarts of food will be canned. The 
new cookers will be available dur- 
ing July and August. 

Play safe: Don’t try to can non- 
acid vegetables unless you get a 
pressure cooker. If you don’t get 
one, or have one already, or have 
access to one—preserve non-acid 
vegetables by drying.

CANNED GREEN OR WAX 
BEANS. 


Beans for canning should be just 
mature, the kind you would choose 
for serving fresh. Can them as 
soon as possible after picking. 
“Two hours from garden to can” 
insures best quality. Sort them 
and snip off both ends, removing 
strings, if any. Wash very thor- 
oughly in several waters because 
the fuzzy skin holds dirt. Beans 
may be canned whole or cut into 
one-inch lengths. 

Put two-quart portions of beans 
into a saucepan, barely cover with 
boiling water and heat to boiling; 
then cook briskly about five min- 
utes, until hot through and limp 
but not tender. Pack quickly into 
clean hot jars and fill the jars to 
one-half inch below the top with 
the boiling hot pre-cooking water. 
All beans should: be well covered 
with liquid. Add salt, one tea- 
spoon to each quart and seal ac- 
cording to directions for the kind 
of jars and lids being used. Pro- 
cess immediately in a pressure 
cooker under 10 pounds pressure, 
quarts for 35 minutes, pints for 30 
minutes; follow to the letter, di- 
rections for use of your pressure 
cooker. Yield about four quarts

St. Louis Physician on— 


Care of the Heart | 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


OR a year or more anyway 

most of the work back home 

here is going to be done by 
middle-aged people and since most 
of the stress of middle-aged life 
falls on the heart, some sensible 
rules for taking care of these 
hearts are quite in order. Such is 
the view advanced by Dr. O. P. J. 
Falk cf St. Louis, in Hygeia, the 
Health Magazine, in a recent issue. 
The doctor suggests the following 
rules of. preservation: 

1. “Attempt to establish a bal- 
anced plan of living with sufficient 
sleep (at least 50 hours a week) 
and adequate leisure periods.” 


Fifty hours of sleep a week is a 


little over seven hours a night. 
I would be inclined to add that they 
should make it eight hours if pos- 
sible. Because you can just go 
to bed and read a detective story 
or turn on the radio, This con- 
duces to keeping quiet, not jump- 
ing up and moving around. And 
the time you spend that way is 
almost as good as if you were 
asleep, for recreative purposes. So 
I believe Dr. Falk would be willing 
to accept my recommendation— 
that they spend 70 hours a week in 
bed. | 

2. “Establish and maintain 
some well-balanced, moderate ex- 
ercise program suited to middle- 
aged needs. It is- interesting to 
speculate on just what influence 
the replacement of man’s habit of 
walking by decreasing use of the 
motor car may be having on the 
increase in middle-age heart dis- 
ease we are witnessing today.” 

The problem of exercise for the 
middle aged here is emphasized: 
that they need some exercise, but 
they do not need as much as they 
once did. Too many middle aged 
people carry over the ideal of a 
vigorous youth into their middle 
aged exercise habits. The old foot- 
ball star, the fellow who has on 
his mantelpiece the Country Club 
tennis championship cup, 1910, 
the former city golf champion— 
all these have to be restrained in 
their lust for exercise. Exercise 
refreshed them and made them 
healthy when they were young and 
they can’t bear to give it up. But 
it won't do. 

When the golfer reaches 55, he 
had better reduce his rounds from 
18 holes four times a week to 18 
holes twice a week and nine holes 
once a week. When he gets to be 
60, he had better reduce it to nine 
holes three times a week. When 
he gets to be 65, he had better 


reduce it to nine holes twice a 
week, or better, six holes twice a 
week. A man or woman at 55 
should never exercise—even with 
moderate exercise such as walking 
—to the point of getting the least 
bit tired. 

3. “A balanced dietary program 
is important, but special emphasis 
should be placed on moderation in 
the size of meals and on a quiet 
and unhurried manner of eating.” 
As exercise goes down, the total 
consumption of food should go 
down in about the same ratio at 
the same ages. I see no reason to 
change the type of eating, but by 
the time you are 60 you should 
take about one-half of what you 
think you want, have a helping 
and when you are finished with it, 
ask yourself whether you are not 
satisfied. War rationing may save 
the lives of hundreds and thou- 
sands of our middle aged friends. 
It is a blessing in disguise. 

Questions and Answers. . 

H. P.: I have heard that the 
use of nose drops in the nose for 
treatment of the common cold is 
dangerous in that it will cause 
sinus trouble in later years. Is 
this true? 

Answer: It is not impossible. 
There are some examples which 
would indicate that _the drops 
sometimes carry the infection into 
the sinus. ‘ 


E. 8S. R.: Is there any help or 
cure for chronic bronchitis? 

Answer: Chronic bronchitis is, 
in most instances, secondary to 
an infection of the nose, such as 
a sinus infection. If the nose in- 
fection is cleaned up, it may bene- 
fit the bronchitis a good deal. A 
warm, dry climate, such ag Ari- 


zona or New Mexico, will benefit 


chronic bronchitis, 


F. P.: What is the difference 
between the three following dis- 
eases: syringomyelia, amyotrophic 
lateral sclerosis and progressive 
muscular atrophy? 

Answer: They are all diseases 
of the spinal cord and in all of 
them muscular atrophy may be 
present. It would not do anybody 
who is not a doctor any good to 
discuss the difference between 
them, 


E. H. R.: Would quinine make 
a baby feeding on the breast iil 
if the mother took it for colds? 


Answer: Yes.

HE word sortie, a newcomer 
T to the war news, has gotten 

away to a bad start. Not only 
is it being mispronounced “sawr-

Strictly speaking, a sortie is 
made by the besieged, not the be- 
siegers.
